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Now I have here in my hands a) 


few objections or “contradictions” 
so-called or questions or doubts 
that trouble some people about the 
Bible. About this service here to- 
night, if there is an honest doubt- 
' er here, won’t you say, “I am will- 
ing to find out. I am going to put 
it to a test and find out if the Bi- 
ble is all so.” But first we ought 
to have a prayer that God will open 
our hearts, 


I say frankly, there was a time 
when I was afraid of infidels. When 
someone would point one out to me 
and say, “You see that ou hard- 
looking customer over there He 
is an infidel,” I used to tremble in 
my boots, not literally, but I was 
a little embarrassed to talk to him. 
I was a little afraid of him. What 
if he asked me such a question? 
I didn’t know what I would say 
to him. But I am not afraid of 
an infidel any more. I have just 
‘what he needs, and I am not afraid 
‘to turn loose both barrels of my 


shotgun on him. I have found this 
wonderful thing about the Bible. 
Thank God, it works! It works on 
infidels the same as any other sin- 
ner. I just double-dog dare any- 
body, I don’t care how bad a sin- 
ner he is, if he will come and sit 
on the front seat, he will either get 
mad and quit coming, or he will 
get soft and get where he will hear 
the gospel. 

I make just this statement, The 
Bible, Brother, is the answer itself 
to the problems a man has about 
the Bible. I am not embarrassed 
to answer your questions tonight. 
I do not know all about the Biple. 
There are a whole lot of fine things 
about the Bible that if I knew 1 
might be able to convince you 
more forcibly, but every man can 
be convinced by what I can bring. 
I have tried it enough to know fo: 
myself. But you can find out for 
yourself whether the Bible is all 
true and the Word of God without 
a mistake or contradiction so that

I heard 
preachers say, “you had better be 
more concerned about your own 
wife,” and I’ve heard them say, 
“Cain married his father-in-law’s 
daughter.” That is all right, but 
it isn’t an honest answer to an 
honest inquiry. I know where Cain 
got his wife and I can tell you 
so it will satisfy your mind if you 
will listen to the Word of God. 


Bible Claims to be Inspired Word 


for Word 


Here are some. things about the 
Bible. What the Bible says about 
itself. I want you to come with a 
reverent heart to understand the 
Bible. To do that, let’s see what 
the Bible says for itself. Does the 
Bible claim tobe inspired word for 
word? I answer back without any |x 
hesitation, absolutely it does. This 


suite claims to be the Word S| 
God. It claims that it is inspired 
of God. It claims to be written in 
Heaven. Now listen, it claims that 
the very words of this book are 
God’s words. That is what this 
Bible claims for itself. Mark what 
I say, the Bible does not claim that 
after it has been copied and re- 
copied and translated into the 
lish e that then that 
English version or the King James 
version are the very words of God. 
It does not say that God dictated 
the English words in our transla- 
tion. I do not say that. Intelligent 
Bible students do not say that. ‘The 
Bible does say, however, that God 
had men to write it down, and He 
gave the very words. He gave the 
words themselves. And because of 
that God will hold men to account 
for what they do with the very 
words of this book to such an ex- 
tent that God says about it, 


"If any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this 
book. 

“And if any man shall take away 
prophecy, God shall take away 
his part out of the book of lite, 
and out of the holy city, and from 
the things which are written in this 
book" (Rev. 22:18, 19). 


All right then, this Bible I say, 
claims to be the very words of God, 
and that is so to such an extent as 
to be infallible, and this Bible 
claims that God dictated the very 
words of it in the original lan- 
guages. 

Now to prove that. I Corinthians 
the 2nd chapter gives a plain rule 
for the inspiration of the Bible. 
Verses 9 and following say, 

“But as it is written, Kye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath 
prepared for them tnat love him. 

But God hath revealed them un- 
to us by his Spirit; for the spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 

of God.” 


Now then, verse 13: 

“Which things also we spéak, 
mot in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 


Notice that verse carefully. Paul 
says “the things that God revealed 
by His Spirit, I am teaching those 
things. And I teach them, not in 
the words of man’s wisdom, but 
in the words the Holy Ghost teach- 
eth.” Here is God’s recipe for di- 
vine inspiration. Here is God’s ex- 


fiasdeiaes of divine inspiration. 
What does God mean when He says 
the Bible is inspired? He means 
that God gave the thoughts to the 
men who wrote them down, and 
then God gave the words in which 
they were written. There is not @ 
shadow of room for a mistake. 
That isn’t all. Look over a little 
farther. Jesus Himself said not one 
jot or tittle of the law would pass 
away until all be fulfilled, wnich 


means that God claims that He 


gave even the spelling of the 
words so that there is absolutely 
no room at all for human error 
in the Book in the manuscripts 
which God gave to men to write 
down, 

If I take the Word of God and 
translate it into Spanish and some 
other men transiate it into the 
English language, I cannot be sure 
that every word is accurate, and 
God is not saying that always ev- 
erytime some man translates it 
that it will be accurate, but God 
does say as He gave it, it 1s the 
very Word of God. Let’s put it, the 
very WORDS of God. It happens 
that in the King James version and 
even better in the Revised Ver- 
sion that not more than one word 
in every 10,000 is even in question. 
That means only one word in 
several pages. Not more than one 
word in every twenty pages is even 
questioned by scholars. I mean that 
the Bible is so accurately trans- 
lated from the original that there 
is mighty little room for mistake 
in English, But in the original man- 
uscripts there were no mistakes at 
all. God gave the words by His 
Spirit and scripture is written 
down not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth, 

Now let’s turn back to the 24th 
chapter of Exodus and I will show 
you what God said about even the 
Old Testament books of Moses. 
I mean about Genesis, Exodus, Le- 
viticus, Numbers and Deuteronomy 
which were written by the hand of 
Moses. What does the Bible say 
about the way they were inspired? 

“And Moses came and told the 
people all the words of the Lord” 
—not just the word of the Lord, 
but all the words of the Lord. God 
gave the very words. Now listen — 
“and all the judgments; and all 
the people answered with one voice, 
and said, All the words which the 
Lord hath said will we do. And 
Moses WROTE ALL THE WORDS 
of the Lord, and rose up early in 
the morning and builded am altar 
under the hill, and twelve pillars, 
according to the twelve tribes of

The elevated choir platform, 16 
x 36 feet holds fifteen ten and

There is much more. I coulda 
spend a whole evening on lnat. 
In Jeremiah—I could show you 
in Isaiah and in Ezekiel too, bul 
here are some good verses in Jere- 
miah which teil how the book is 
inspired. God called him and said 
in Jeremiah 1:9: 


"Then the Lord put forth his 
hand, and touched my mouth, And 


the Lord said unto me, Behold, | 


have put my words in thy mouth.” 


Now when Jeremiah the prophet 
prophesied, what he prophesied was 
from God and the woras were God's 
words. Were those words written? 
Are they the words that we have 
in our biple? Yes. Turn to Jere- 
miah the 30th chapter and see 
what the Scripture says: 


“The words that came to Jere- 
miah from the Lord, saying, Thus 
speaketh the Lord God of Israel, 
saying, Write thee all the words 
that | have spoken unto thee in a 


book." 

Jeremiah wrote down the words 
of the Lord in a book. 

Any man who says there are 
mistakes in that Bible and you 
cannot take if for what it says... 
that the Bible is not what it claims 
to be-——that it claims to be the 
very Word of God— but it isn’t 
so. Any man who says there are 
mistakes in the Bible and if he 
proves that there is a mistake and 
not just a difference in translation, 
anybody who proves there is a mis- 
take in this Word of God, then you 
have proved the Bible is not the 
Word of God but a pack of lies! 
And mark you, when you prove 
that, it proves that Jesus Cuhrist 
is a faker, for me believed it au 
and endorsed it all.

Now about some questions. The 
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first is about creation: “Did God 
make Adam out of dirt?” I an- 
swer back, the Bible plainly says 
so.

Thai 
is the reason why Henry Drum- 
mond, when at the University o1 
Edinburg, I believe it was, a Ce. 

tain man made a donation of a 
fine lot of new books on science, 
and someone said to him, “What 
shall we do about it? We do not 
have any room on the shelves of 
the library for these books. What 
shall we do with them?” And 
Henry Drummond said, “Take ev- 
ery book off the shelf on scientific 
matters if it is over ten years old 
and make room for the new books. 
| They are all out of date any way.” 


No book tells the truth about sci- 
ence like the Biole does. ‘ine Bi- 
ble never gets out of date. 

Now for what the Bible says 
about God making man. Genesis 
2:7 tells what God’s Word says 
about it: 


"And the Lord God formed man 
out of the dust of the ground and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of y and man became a living 
soul. 


First of all, that is a reasonable 
thing. Any Man who says, “I can’t 
believe God made man...” Well, 
Brother, where did he come from 
then? Someone says, “Brother 
Rice, you must be awfully credu- 
lous to believe the Bible.” That is 
easy. It is a very sensible thing. 
It has been proven right so long 
and by so many people, that one 
would be a fool not to believe the 
Bible. The man is a fool who takes 
what the high school teacher or the 
coliege professor says who has 
some theory and says the Bible is 
out of date, and says that man 
came from evolution. What did you 
come from? That red haired ape, 
that gorilla, or that old orang- 
outang they were feeding soda pop 
out of a bottle to, down at the 
zoo today? You may be de- 
scended from those monkeys 
that swung today from their 
tails and fell in the pool and 
went swimming, but as far as l 
am concerned, my grand-dad didn’t 
hang from a tree by his tail! If 
you went beck far enough, you 
might find some of my ancestors 
who hung by. the neck, but I don’t 
have any, thank God, who hung 
= the tail! I am certain about 
that. 


But you say, “Well, but evolution 
scunds so reasonable.” I don’t 
think so. For instance, take this 
wrist watch that was given to me 
by my uncle who is now dead, 
back in 1917 or 18 when I was in 
the United States Army, during 
the war. Suppose I say, “Isn’t that 
funny the way this watch just ac- 
cidentally got together? Isn't it 
marvelous what evolution does! 
| Just think, now in this world there 
is iron ore, gold, silver, sand or 
silica that they make glass of and 
other things like that, scattered 
around with the dirt blowing and 
the water washing it down and it 
got together just right and turned 
out to be a watch without a 
watchmaker. Isn’t evolution 
grand?” And you would say, “Ev- 
olution rmaay be grand, ali right, but 
you have gone nutty.” No, evo- 
lution cannot make a watch. Did 
anybody ever say that evolution 
can make a watch? There is 
plenty of gold, and iron, ore and 
plenty of leather for the band, but 
did anybody ever know throughout 
the years past or through the cen- 
turies of these things just hap- 


| pening to. get. together to make a 


There is plenty of truth in that. | 
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watch? No. Some man has got 
to make it. Some man designed it 
and planned it and put the hands 
there so that one goes around 
twelve times as fast as the other, 
and some man put the numbers 
one, two, three, four, five, and on up 
to tweive on there just exactly 
right. It didn’t just happen to be 
that way. A watch is not acci- 
dental, it is not just a “happen 
so,” and I am not an accident, 
either. God made me on purpose 
and'made me this way. Any ex- 
planation of man but direct crea- 
tion is unreasonable, 


It didn’t happen as the scientists 
say that back there millions of 
years ago something wiggied in the 
mud — one little ceil. Atter awhile 
it stuck up so that one side got a 
sun spot on it and after millions ot 
years that developed into an eye. 
Doesn't that sound bright? They 
tell that perfectly seriousiy and say 
that is how we got started. he 
stayed there in the mud through 
millions of years and scrapeu 
around and irritated his stomach 
and after awhile legs grew out 
there. .That is where he had to 
get them. It was all an accident. 
God didn’t make them they say, 
Then after another long period o. 
years, not only just something wig- 
gled, but he got to be a crawfish 
maybe, and then a catfish, and then 
a bird, and after awhile it got 
to be a monkey and then a juck- 
ass and then an evolution profes- 
sor, and all that as easy as pie! 
A man is a fool who believes all 
tnat stuff. He needs examining in 
the head if he believes that can 
explain man formed in the image 
of God. 


My God made this earth and God 
said, “I will people it with the 
things of the forest.” He made the 
flowers with their lovely fragrance 
because He loved their perfume. 
He planned it. He wanted the rose 
and its sweet incense, so He made 
it. He wanted the bees that gather 
on it and get the pollen and take 
it for honey. He also planned it 
so it would have thorns on it to 
protect it from destruction. He 
made the lily of the valley. He 
made the little humming bird. God 
made the canaries that sing so 
sweetly, and He made the mock- 
ing birds that sing by my bed- 
room window at night and God 
made the animals of the forest 
and God made man and breathed 
a soul into him and he be- 
came a living soul! Now that 
is reasonable. It is unreasonable 
not to believe that and to believe 
that God just let all that happen 
by accident and He didn’t do it on 
purpose. The fact is, what the Bi- 


ble says about the origin of man 
and the origin of animals is so 
clearly in accord with what we 
know that any man is a fool not 
to believe it. 


Why Evolution Cannot Work — 
God Says Animals Must Bring 


Forth "After Their Kind” 


But the Bible shows why evo- 
lution cannot be a fac’, why no 
new species originate. There can 
be development within the species, 
but there is not one known ana 
observed instance of a new species 
beginning. ‘ihe inks are all miss- 
ing! 

‘en difrerent times the Lord says 
they shall bring forth each arver 
nis kind. He said about animais 
that they should bring torth “ale: 
their Kiud.” When me was ([aik- 
ing about fish He said they shouid 
pring forth “atter their Kind.” 
‘‘rees were to bring torth “arter 
his kind,” and that is the way it 
was. Sure, that is reason, 


When you cross a donkey with a 
horse you get a mule. And a mule 
won't reproduce. 1 chalienge any- 
body: did anybody see this mule 
out here or it was supposed to be 


a@ mule that had a colt‘ Did any- 
body see that mule?’ I tell you 
now that was a fake. The fact 


of the business is that was a mare 
and not a mule at all. There is 
not one case on record which any- 
body will swear to where a hy- 
brid reproduced itself. God put it 
down in the Bible thousands of 
years ago that when plants and 
animals reproduce that they do it 
“after his kind.” God said a horse 
is not going to turn out to be some- 
thing else. I won’t grow out of the 
species. 

Burbank developed new kinds of 
plants. Mark this interesting 
thing. Every time a hybrid is de- 
veloped, it has to be artificially re- 
produced. It won't reproduce it- 
self. That is why some plants have 
to be reproduced by cutting. They 
won’t bring forth seed. That is in- 
teresting, but it is true. The Bible 
Says, “after his kind.” 


The best argument I ever heard 
for evolution is this. A man—this 
is a case I can’t answer—a man 
went hunting in New Mexico and 
ran into a mountain lion. He tried 
to shoot the lion and missed, and 
tried again and the gun jammed. 
So he ran down the hillside as 
fast as he could, and ran to an old 
vinegar mill. They raise apples in 
New Mexico in the mountains. He 
saw an old hogshead, so he jumped 
in and pulled it over his head. The 
mountain lion jumped on top of 
that hogshead and scratched and 
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snarled and swished her tail 
around, The man reached through 
the bunghole and got hold of the 
tail and pulled it inside the barrel 
and tied a knot in it. That hurt 
the old mountain lion’s tail and 
she pumped off spitting and ran 
off down the side of the hill with 
the hogshead bounding along be- 
hind her. 

Next year this same man went 
out again and went hunting, and he 
saw this same mountain lion. The 


reason he knew it was the same . 


lion, she still had the barrel on 
her tail. And now this is the ar- 
gument about evolution that I can’t 
answer. She had four little moun- 
tain lions, and all of them had 
little kegs on their tails! At least 
so I heard the story, but I was not 
there. 

That is the best proof I ever 
heard of evolution, and I do not 
believe that any more than you do! 


Where Did Cain Get His Wife? 


Now this question, “Where did 
Cain get his wife?” How could 
he find a wife if Adam and Eve 
were the first man and first wom- 
an, as the Bible says. Here is 
how that could be that Cain got his 
wife. If you will be patient I will 
show you. I remind you in every 
case there is an answer if you will 
study very carefully. Let’s see 
what the Lord said about Cain so 
I can show you where Cain got 
his wife. Now in the 4th chapter 
of Genesis, the Lord says about 
Cain, | 
“And Cain went out from the 
presence of the Lord, and dwelt 
in the land of Nod, on the east 
of Eden, , 
“And Cain knew his wife; and 
she conceived, and bare Enoch: 
and he builded a city, etc.” 


The Scripture here does not say 
that there Cain met his wife, but 
that a child was conceived and 
born. Now read on in the 5th chap- 
ter of Genesis, verses 3 to 5: 


“And Adam lived an hundred 
and thirty years, and begat a son 
in his own likeness, after his 
image; and called his name Seth: 


and daughters: 

“And all the days that Adam 
lived were nine hundred and 
thirty years: and he died.” 


Now listen. After Cain was born, 
and after Abel was born, and after 
Seth was born, Adam lived 800 
years and begat sons and daugh- 
ters, and all the days that Adam 
lived were nine hundred and 
thirty years. Who did Cain marry?

the mother of Cain’s wife. Every 
question like that has an answer 
in the Word of God if you will just 
read carefully and study it. 


Did Men Actually Live 800 and 
900 Years? 


Some one says, “Brother Rice, 
do you believe that story about 
men living eight and nine hundred 
years before the flood like the Bible 
says they did? Do you believe 
Adam lived literally 930 years?” 
Yes, I believe that. Some one says, 
“That is bound to be a mistake. 
Well, I tell you, Brother Rice, that 
must mean instead of -900 years, 
it must mean 900 months. Those

writers got mixed up and they 
went by the change of the moon 
and they didn’t know much about 
astronomy. That really ought to 
have been months instead of years. 
That would make them about sev- 
enty-five years old and that would 
be about right.” But one thing 
funny happens when you do that. 
Instead of believing the Bible, you 
say we will make a year mean a 
month, and I will show you what 
happens. Here the Scripture says, 
“And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalaleel (Gen. 5:2). 
Now listen what happens. That 
makes him married and having a 
family before he was quite six years 
old! Seventy years—that’s all right, 
but seventy months —that makes 
him have children when he is five 
years and ten months old. Look 
in verse 15, “And Mahaleleel lived 
sixty and five years and begat sons 
and daughters:” (Gen. 5:15), so he 
had children when only five years 
and five months old! No, let’s be- 
lieve it was years, like the Bible 
says. 

But you say, “How could it be 
that a man would live that long?” 
That was before they had ived 
through thousands of generations

of sin, wickedness and sickness. 
They had just come out of the Gar- 
den of Eden where they had been 
eating of the tree of life. God sent 
them out lest they should live for- 
ever, by getting the immortal 
strength that came from that fruit 
What can you do about that then? 
Believe it, it works. We find a slow 
decay in strength from that time 
on. After the flood Shem lived 
500 years. Abraham lived 175 
years, Isaac lived 185 years, Jacob 
lived 147 years, and so on. Then 
Joseph lived 120 years, and the 
normal life now is only seventy 
years. 

All right, now about the flood. 
You say, “Is the flood possible? 
Was it scientifically true? I an- 
swer back, yes. It was not only 
possible, but it was true. You say, 
“I can’t see how there would be 
that much water.” Because you 
don’t see how, that doesn’t prove 
there is not plenty of water, You 
can go to the Panhandle of Texas 
or many other places and let down 
a well 180 feet or so or 150 feet 
or in some places about eighty feet 
and pump out a ten inch stream as 
big as a man’s body that flows out 
hour after hour and day after day 
and week after week and month 
after month. Where does all that 
water come from? It comes from 
an inexhaustible sea of water
